73. (Previously Presented) A method in accordance with claim 62, 
further comprising the step of detecting conflicts between media and/or finishing 
attributes and media and/or finishing attributes which are improperly set. 

74. (Previously Presented) A graphic user interface in accordance with 
claim 68, wherein the GUI detects conflicts between media and/or finishing attributes 
and media and/or finishing attributes which are improperly set. 

75. (Previously Presented) A method in accordance with claim 70, 
further comprising the step of detecting conflicts between media and/or finishing 
attributes and media and/or finishing attributes which are improperly set. 
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76. (New) The graphic user interface of Claim 56, wherein the media 
and/or finishing attributes operator interface facilitates viewing of, adding to, and 
deleting from the media and/or finishing attributes of the selected group of the 
plurality of pages. 

77. (New) The graphic user interface of Claim 56, wherein the media 
and/or finishing attributes operator interface facilitates viewing of, adding to, deleting 
from, and modifying of the media and/or finishing attributes of the selected group of 
the plurality of pages. 

78. (New) The graphic user interface of Claim 56, wherein the selected 
group of the plurality of pages includes all of the plurality of pages. 

79. (New) The method of Claim 62, wherein the media and/or 
finishing attributes operator interface facilitates viewing of, adding to, and deleting 
from the media and/or finishing attributes of the selected group of the plurality of 
pages. 

80. (New) The method of Claim 62, wherein the media and/or 
finishing attributes operator interface facilitates viewing of, adding to, deleting from, 
and modifying of the media and/or finishing attributes of the selected group of the 
plurality of pages. 

81 . (New) The method of Claim 62, wherein the selected group of the 
plurality of pages includes all of the plurality of pages. 

82. (New) The graphic user interface of Claim 68, wherein the media 
and/or finishing attributes operator interface is operatively coupled to a plurality of 
selected pages of the plurality of pages and is configured to facilitate at least one of 
viewing of, adding to, deleting from, and modifying of the media and/or finishing 
attributes of the plurality of selected pages. 
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
